In order to pass the bill tonight, the

Senator Robinson, democratic lead- 
er, forced it to stay in session to ap- 
prove the bill and engineered defeat 
of a motion to quit soon after the 
bill was taken up early in the evening. 

Immediately after taking up the 
new bill the senate tacked on amend- 
ments. It approved reorganizing the 
Reconstruction Corporation by taking 
off. as ex-officio members vernor 
Eugene Meyer, of the federal. reserve 
board, and Paul Bestor, farm loan 
commissioner.

LONDON, July 12.—(/)—With an 


in Washington, the” British govern- 
ment .today denied the Lausanne agree- 
meni, which virtually ends German 
reparations, was based on any secret 
Anglo-American understanding that 
the United States would cut or cancel 
war debts. 

This denial, which almost flatly 
contradicted « declaration made before 
t.e house of commons yesterday by 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Neville 
Chamberlain, was followed by a state- 
ment from Prime Minister Ramsay 
MacDonald that nobody could blame 
the United States for its war debt 
policy. 

The prime minister, who was in 
fighting mood so far as his British 
critics were concerned but was deli- 
cately diplomatic when touching on 
controversial isswes affecting America, 
went before the house of commons for 
the first time since the Lausanne con- 


ference. 
Hits Churchill. 

He hit back hard at criticism voiced 
yesterday by Winston Churchill, who 
said Europe had endangered ber case 
with America by signing the “gentle- 
men’s agreement,” under which the 
lightening of Germany's reparations 
burden does not become effective un- 
less the United States cuts war debts. 

“T, for one, believe there is no n 
tion in the world more ready (than 
the United States) to lend a hand in 
straightening out the troubles with 
which we are surrounded,” Mr. Mac- 
Donald seid. 

“I say that although America never 
has given a pledge, so far as I know, 
or indicated in any way how she is 
prepared to meet us.’ 

The prime minister asserted that 
the Lausanne agreement could lead 
to the solution of all the economic 
problems which Rave afflicted the 
world since the war.

HUME LOAN BANK 


000,000 Available To 
Forestall Mortgages. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—(UP) 
The sénate late today passed the home 
joan bank bill making $1,800,000,000 
available to save mortgaged homes 
from foreclosure and calling for an 


increase in the supply of money of ap- 
proximately $1,000,000, 

Passage of the measure was witht 
record vote and came after a week of 
debate punctuated by sporadic at- 
tempts c.f Senator Hiram Bingham, re- 
publican, Connecticut, to force a vote 
on immediate modification of the: Vol- 
stead act to legalize brewing of 2.75 
per cent beer. - 

The hovse already has passed the 
home loan section of the bill. The 
currency expansion program was con- 
tained in an amendment offered by 
Senator William E. Borah, republic- 
an, Idaho, who made a vigorous plea 
for an “honest dollar” in urging its 
adoption. 

It was in the form of a substitute 
for similar currency expansion | pro- 
posals approved by the house and 
stricken out by the senate banking and 
currency committee. 

The measure now goes to confer- 
ence for adjustment of differences.

¢ As a result of a conference in June 
with Mayor James L. Key, repre- 
senting th’ city; Paul S&S Etheridge. 
chairman of the county commission, 
and Mr, Mizell, the survey was pro- 
posed. Subsequently, however, opposi- 
tion developed among members of the 
county commission, and the actual 
start on the survey was held up until 
this objection was smoothed out 

Recently, it was said Tuesday, all 
such opposition on the county com- 
mission gave way to a decision to per- 
mit the survey, and the city officials 
likewise announced they would co- 
operate in every way. Two accounting 
organizations, the Atlanta chapter of 
the Georgia Society of Certified Ac- 
countants, and the Atlanta chapter of 
the National Association of Cost Ac- 
countants, will co-operate in making 
the survey. having volunteered their 
services without cost. 

The survey will show to taxpayers 
of Fulton connty and Atlanta where 
virtually every cent of tax receipts 
goes, and will provide the Taxpayers’ 


to work out plans for a revision of 
taxation on a more economical scale 
of operation of both governments, it 
was said,

HEATED ATTACK OF POLICY 
OF U.S. HEARD IN SENATE 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—(UP)—!, 


A heated attack on the administra- 
tion’s war debt policy was made in 
the senate today as a sequel to British 
Chancellor Neville Chamberlain's ref- 
erence last night to an Anglo-Ameri- 
can understanding. 

Secretary of State Stimson, mean- 
while, denied both personally and 
through Chairman Borgh, of the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee, ‘that 
there had been any conversations with 
Great Britain on debts, as Chamber- 
lain intimated. 

Senator Johnson, republican, Cali- 
fornia, veteran foe of the Hoover mor- 
atorium, forecast Hurope would be 
given another respite on the $270,- 
000,000 due on war debts next De- 
cember. This amount, he said, will 
be ‘‘added to the burden on the backs 
of the American taxpayers—a thing 
this congress ought. not to allow.” 

State department authorities were 
shocked“ early today when morning 
papers brought accounts of Chamber- 
lain's remarks. For weeks both the 
state department and White House 
had denied, heatedly that American 
envoys in Switzerland had even talk- 
ed with British, French or Italian 
representatives about the war debts. 
What Chamberlain said appeared to 
be a direct negation of this.

Where, however, 
families aré’destitute and the heads 
are physically incapacitated, scrip will 
be provided without work in return.

By distributing these relief depots 
In differegt sections, the workers are 
kept near their homes and are spared 
the expense and extra exertion of go- 
ing to and returning from their new 
jobs.

some food, rest, sunshine, fresh water 
and pure air will keep up your resist- 
ance. But there is no seientific ground 
for this. It is just an old Yankee no- 
tion. Apart from immunity, which is 
specific and has no known bearing on 
exposure to cold or wet, nobody knows 
a thing about “resistance”; nobody 
can even define such a state. It sim- 
ply doesn't exist. If you or I happen 
to have any immunity against any one 
of the respiratory infections, there 
should be satisfaction and comfort 
in the knowledge, the certainty, that 
no amount of exposure to cold or wet 
or other discomforts can rob us of it. 
We have this assurance not only from 
scientific experiments but also from 
all hum&n experience, I believe. 

It will not be long now until all the 
world recognizes that discomfort, at 
the very worst, frostbite, is the only 
harm anybody can suffer from ex- 
posure to cold and wet. In anticipa- 
tion cf this state of popular enlight- 
ment the old timers in the profession 
had bétter prepare to adapt their the- 
ories and teachings to a higher order 
of intelligence, Jest the public laugh 
at their quaint ideas.

Poverty has snatched down the cur- 
tain which his affluence had hung 
about him. He is exposed to the gaze 
of a curious crowd. “He used to do 
thus and so,” they say. “He used to 
make liberalecontributions to all good 
causes but now he turns a deaf ear 
to. them. What is the trouble?” And 
so they pry and pry into his privacy 
until he has no uninvaded territory. 


This is one of the banes of pov- 
erty. And then there are others. 
One of the pleasantest features of 
a competency is the ability to re- 
lieve distress in one’s own family 
and in the social outskirts. Of 
course one is not relieved of the re- 
sponsibility of charity at home and 
abroad simply because one is _ re- 
duced.

He 
may have been afraid that some of the boys would go berserk. 

“The added distance of 15 or 20 yards on each hole makes quite a 
difference,’ said Colonel Lowry Arnold, as he finished his 18 holes. 
Colonel Lowry, president of the state and southern amateur, has been 
playing golf, man and boy, for at least a couple of decades and is im- 
mensely pleased with the present.tournament. It is a vast affair, there 
being more thar 160 entries. Colonel Lowry and his efficient committee, 
in producing the greatest entry list in four years, have accomplished a 
remarkably fine testimonial for the enduring qualities of game.

Quite the best golf story told around the starter’s tent is, the one 
- which dates back to a-tournament some years ago when the late George 
Adair was a beloved and familiar figure at all Georgia tournamerts. 

He had two friends, each from a different city. Both were 
splendid gentlemen and both were addicted to the pleasant and 
harmless habit of swearing diligently and happily at their respec- 
tive games of golf. 

As the story goes Mr. Adair took each aside, when he learned they 
were to qualify together, and explained seriously that each was to play 
a preacher, a man who was violently opposed to profanity in any form, 
“I don’t want you to disgrace me as this man is a friend of mine, and 
knows you are a friend of mine, too,’’ was the explanation. 

And so the two met at the first tee and started. After two 
holes both were red of face and near bursting with pent-up emo- 
tion. They struggled on, each extremely polite to the other, 
until the 15th. There one of the gentlemen missed a short putt 
for a win. He was a bit apoplectic but he said nothing. At the 
16th he missed another.

Nothing is sure in any sport but golf offers more opportunities for un- 
lucky breaks than any other sport. And this explains why so many 
qualifying rounds offer acute surprises when the list of championship 
flight qualifiers are finally determined.

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The need for Georgia to replace its 
antequated constitution of 1877 and 
its 116 amendments with a new con- 

-gtitution basically modeled after that 
of the United Stafes government was 
atressed hy Marion Smith, Atlanta 
lawyer and president of the Georgia 
Bar Association it an address before 
the Atlanta Exchange Club luncheon 
at the Atlanta Athletic Club Tues- 
day. 

In speaking of Georgia's constitu- 
tion. Mr. Smith said, “Carpet-bagger 
conditions existing in 1877 made it 
impossible to make a_ constitution 
which would be suitable for present 
time. It is filled with minute details 
concerning legislation and salaries in 
localities, which are out of date and 
cause a constant. increfse in amend- 
ments. 

“Each county now is a municipal 
principality,” he continued, “with dif- 
ferent courts, which are badly in need 
of being unified.” 

Mr. Smith, in proposing changes 
which would rectify the present con> 
stitution of Georgia, including the 
powerlessness of the governor, sug- 
gested that the state be divided into 
30 electorate districts, which would be 
represented by one senator and one 
representative with another represent- 
ative for each additional 50,000 people. 

Other changes which hediitlined for 
a new constitution were: 

1.—Give the governor legal ap- 
pointive power over all department 
heads and to treat the department 
heads as a cabinet as is the case with 
federal executives. 

2—Give the governor real su per- 
vigory power over local law enforce- 
ment officers of the several counties 
so that he can see that Jaws are 
executed. 

3.—To reduce the size of the general 
assembly and to make it bear some 
relationship to population.
